NEGRO PUGILIST 


OUTWITS THE LAW 


With Year's Sentence Hang- 


ing Over Him, Finds 
Refuge in Montreal. 


Washington, June 27.—Tack Johnson 


has made good bis escape 
from 
the 


United States for the time being at 
least, and can neither be extradited 
or deported from Canada, according to 
the latest official statement here. 


Johnson, it has been learned, is trav- 


eling on a tourist ticket and Canada 
cannot return him because her immi- 
gration law does not exclude a tran- 
sient alien in such circumstances. John 
son's offense is not extraditable in Can- 
aria. Officials here were making an ef 
fort today to have the negro returned 
to this country under Canada immigra- 
tion lawe, but it has failed. 


If the United States circuit court of 


appeals sustains Johnson's conviction. 
his one year sentence for violating the 
white slave law will be enforcible any 
time he returns to the United States. 


Effort at Deportation.

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Standards of Service. 


The Indiana public service commission has just taken 


•Up a series of conferences with experts in the lines of the 
yarious public utilities now serving the people of Indiana 
in a matter that is likely to have a very important bearing 


• upon the operations of the commission. It is seeking in- 
formation on "which to establish a set of standards of qual- 
ity of service rendered by these companies—a sort of 
yardstick of quality and efficiency by which to measure 
"the service Indiana public service corporations are ren- 
dering to the people. 


It is explained by the commission that when a com- 


plaint is made to the commission that this or that com- 
pany is not giving.good service to its customers, or that 
the quality of the product which it serves is poor, the 
commission will send an inspector to make an investigation 
as to the justness of the charges. In order that the in- 
spectors may have a basis on which to work the commis- 
sion proposes to establish a set of standards of service 
which the public service corporations will be required to 
live up to. 


The first conference at the office of the commission 


related to gas. Three scientists, R. S. ^IcBride, assistant 
chemist of the bureau of standards, "Washington; Profes- 
sor F. C. Mathers, Indiana university, and Professor John 
White, of Bose Polytechnic institute, Torre, Haute, were 
present and explained to the commission the technical 
and scientific side of the gas question. Similar confer- 
ences will be held regarding electricity, water, telephone, 
telegraph, heating, street railroad, interurhan, railroad 
and express business but the dates for these conferences 
have not been fixed. Naturally enough, the commission 
feels that if it is to be the arbitrator between the people 
and the public service companies, it ought to be in posi- 
tion to say what constitutes efficiency in service. 
We 


trust the commission may be able to decide a matter upon 
which many of the public service corporations and a large 
percentage of the people are hopelessly at odds the great- 
er part of,the time, but it must be admitted that an ele- 
ment of doubt persists in obtruding itself just when 
.everything seemed lovely.

In 
nation, state and city tho people are 
discarding the old doctrines, fostered by 
special interests, that the tariff must be 
revised by its friends, that railroads 
must be controlled for public service by 
railroad men, that only lawyers can 
devise rules for lawyers and for courts, 
that only stock and bondholders must 
run street railways, that financial mag- 
nates are alone competent to determine 
financial policies and to direct financial 
policies. 


The people wish only the square deal 


in controlling the relations of all special 
agencies of society and the people. They 
are demanding that those relations be 
placed for control with managers who 
have 
no special 
Interests 
to 
serve, 


neither the 
special interests of poli- 


ticians nor owners. They are insisting 
on truly disinterested management.

He is a regular human belngl 
He is even more democratic than Col. 


Roosevelt—for, while Roosevelt picks 
his friends from all classes for qualities 
which appeal to him, ho is very apt 
most of the time, to leave the rest of 
the human family out. 


President Wilson seems interested in 


all the people, whether they agree with 
him or,measure up to his standard—or 
not I 


I found this out nt a meeting in the 


executive office of the president on a 
morning when he met the Washington 
newspaper men. 


Perhaps fifty men and myself filed 


into this room and stood about the big 
desk, behind which the president stood 
with his back to the windows. 


In the first place, I noticed, he is 


much younger looking that I thought 
him. His spare figure and lean features 
are almost boyish in poise and expres- 
sion. He has a largo mouth and big 
ears—things I like in a man. He looks 
as though he knew a lot and he is not 
good looking—which

things in his favorl 
Ho was dressed in 


gray and his skin and hair seemed to be 
a just part of the whole color scheme 1 


It was something from the inside of 


the man that gave me the Impression 
of youth—the smile that was on his lips 
and in his ey»s. I somehow felt that 
President 
W51«on 
had 
neither lost 


his enthusiasms nor his illusions. He 
believes in himself ind he will believe 
in you—If you will let him! 


When ho turned to the atsembled men 


—and one woman—there was a quizzi- 
cal smile about his mouth as he ac- 
knowledged the salutations of 
those 


present, some of whom he calls by their 
First names when he speaks to them per- 
sonally. 


He stood with his hands on the back 


of his chair, his whole manner being 
that of a man who was about to say: 


"I'm ready; fire away, gentlemen! 
It has already been told that Presi- 


dent Wilson holds these meetings with 
the newspaper men of Washington twice 
a week, out it is not generally known 
that no newspaper man is directly to 
quote anything that the president shall 
say at such a time without express per- 
mission. 


From all quarters came the words,

He Once Closed a Big Mill 


and Let Property Go 


to Ruin.

HERMIT'S 
LIFE 


Spring Lake, Mich., June 27.—Stricken 
with paralysis and unable to utter a 
word, William H. Hell, pioneer lumber- 
man, one of the wealthiest men in the 
village ancl known all 
over 
Ottawa 


county an an eccentric, lies at tho point 
of death in his ramshackle hut on the 
shore of Spring Lake, 
his 
condition 


mourned by nono aavo a relative who 
arrived recently from Portland, Ore., and 
a few sympathetic neighbors. 


His father came to Michigan from 


Canada in 1864, when the lumber busi- 
ness was at its height, to take charge 
of the largo interests that fell to him 
through the tragic drowning 
of Ms 


brother-in-law,. Jabes Barber, 
one of 


the first men to engage in the lumber 
JnisincHS in this section of the state. 


C. Y. Bell was a good business mu:i 


and the holdings of hig benefactor left 
him with plenty of tho finest pine lum- 
ber to be sawed and placed on the mar- 
ket. 
He added a blacksmith shop to 


the mill on the lake, overhauled the busi- 
ness and within a few years was reck- 
oned one of the most successful lumber- 
men in Western Michigan.- He bought 
boats for the transportation of his iin- 
ishcd product, employed many men and 
a score of teams, and left the business 
upon his death in the hands of his oldest 
son, William, according to the old }£ny- 
lish custom of handing down the birth- 
right to the eldest male member ol the 
family. 


Quarrel With a Brother. 


With his younger brother, Edward B. 


Bell, who died recently in Washington, 
where he was acting as officer in the 
capitol guards by appointment of Sena- 
tor Smith, the business prospered until 
1871, when the brothers quarreled and 
the mill was shut down, never to run 
ngnin, in spite of the efforts of business 
associates and relatives to effect a re- 
conciliation. 


What the quarrel was about no one 


has ever known. It was always a sealed 
book with both of them, and some be- 
lieved it was the questions put to him 
on this point that caused the elder Bell 
to shut himself in his home, close the 
prosperous store adjoining it and per- 
mit everything to fall into decay. 


Edward started out to make his own 


way in the world and spent many years 
in the employ of the Grand Rapids Her- 
ald and the Evening Press. He was get- 
ting old by this time. 
The world ha:l 


been unkind to him and his Washing- 
ton appointment by Senator Smith came 
as a godsend- 


Offer after offer was made to his ec- 


centric brother for tho mill itself, the 
wagons, the old boat? stored within it, 
the valuable machinery, but 
William 


Bell turned a deaf car to all of them. 
Even after lumbering was on tha de- 
cline, and the raw material had to be 
shipped in by rail, lie was offered $9,500 
for the mill, but turned the offor down 
and drove the insistent buyer from his 
door. 


He kept everything. The horses grew 


old and fat and died off one by one, 
without doing a stroke of work after 
the closing of the mill. When tho last 
of fhcHo wa,s gone B«5'« shut himself up 
for good in his house, and only appeared 


to carry home provisions. 
He had no 


intimates and but few acquaintances. 


From his long winter sojourn* in his 


barricaded house he earned the title of 
"The Bear," and in spite of his fatal ill- 
ness the natives still mention him by 
that name. 


Sat in Tree for Hours. 


For the last forty years he ban lived 


the life of ii hermit as completely .is 
if ho was buried in the mountains. Ik1 
never ventured in society, although ut 
the timr of his quarrel he was one of 
the most popular nnd finest looking men 
in Spdink Lake. He never ventured to 
tho polls. He lived on the sc.tnlicst of 
food, and was never seen to smile. On 
warm dnys lie would take his ru«Mc sott 
in one of tho iipple trees overlooking 
the lake nnd nit for hours viewing his 
decaying buildings nnd gazing up the 
splendid view along Spring Lake. 


The nmnkciilnck of the mill is tilted 


like an immense snake over the rem- 
nants of the mill. 
The machinery is 


coated with layers of rust. The boilers 
with a supply of coal and shovels lean- 
ing against them, arc just the same ns 
the day the whistle blew for the last 
time and tho diimfoundcd workmen were 
paid off and told to remain away until 
the whistle blew again. The walls have 
fallen in on all sides, tho roof is now 
but a sprawling heap of rotten timbers, 
nnd dense undergrowth has uprooted tlw 
six-inch floor in many places. The heavy 
beams crumble at the touch; the wagons, 
bouts and bits of harness are in the last 
Rtages of decay. The anvil in the black- 
smith shop still stands, on unfinished 
wheel tire and a heavy sledge lying be- 
side it, just as they were left by the 
blacksmith more than forty years ago. 


The oid hermit's hours are numbered, 


and with his death it is expected the 
ruins will be cleared away and the prop- 
erty sold for building purposes.

View, a» the place is called, is one of th» 
prettiest points on the lake, and many 
wealthy resortcrs living in the locality 
have been waiting for the old man's 
death to submt their bids on the prop- 
erty.
